Credit Union Meets 
For Review; Election 

Members of the Greenbelt Fed¬ 
eral Credit Union will hold their 
fourteenth annual meeting in the 
liusiness office, room 202, over the 
drug store, at 9 p.m. on Wednes¬ 
day, January 17. 

Members will review important 
policies and the financial condition 
of their credit union, and elect four 
directors, a supervisory commit¬ 
tee, and a credit committee. 

This meeting will mark the cli¬ 
max of another prosperous year 
for the organization. President A. 
E. Tavernier indicated. He pointed 
out that shareholdings in the Credit 
Union, wffi.ich represent savings of 
the members, sitand at approxi¬ 
mately $12,575 at the present time. 
I'liis is an increase of 25 percent 
over a year ago. Earnings for the 
year have been suffiicient to permit 
payment of a 4 percent dividend on 
shares. The Board of Directors is 
expected to recommend that this 
rate be approved by the members. 

During the past year the Credit 
Union made 287 loans to its mem¬ 
bers, ranging in size from $30 to 
$1600. The total leaned during 
the 12 months ending 31 December 
1950 was $93,572, of which $56,621 
is now outstanding. The member¬ 
ship has increased steadily to a 
total of 658 today.

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A Time For Defiance 


The council’s decision to postpone signing the contract with 
Public Housing Administration for payments in lieu of taxes offers 
a short period for consideration of a plan of action. We must now 
proceed with dignity and determination. 

According to the city solicitor, it will be impossible for the 
city to control that portion of the city’s revenue which is derived 
from other sources than the federal government. Nearly twenty 
percent of last year’s budget came from sources such as the per¬ 
sonal property tax, bicycle, license fees, funds distributed by the 
state from race tracks, automobile licenses, etc. After these funds 
are estimated in the budget, PHA adds the necessary amount to 
cover the total budget; after its approval, of course. If there were 
no revenue from other sources, PHA would be required to fulfill 
the entire obligation. 

During the present council’s tenure of office, it has strived 
diligently to seek other sources of revenue, to take advantage of 
state and county services in order to relieve our budget burden, and 
encouraged economy and efficiency. The surplus of over $10,000 
returned to the government this year served as a rude awakening 
to the council that its efforts were expended primarily for PHA’s 
advantage. It added no new services to the community, gained no 
voice in the selection of services, and even failed to enhance our 
“bargaining” position for services. It did bring a letter of com¬ 
mendation for proper administration. 

We have now reached a “time for defiance.” 

The council should find means of providing a part-time social 
worker within the legal limits of the budget contract. The reading 
of the contract at last Monday’s meeting clearly indicated that this 
is possible. All it takes is a little imagination and courage. 

Elimination of sources of revenue derived locally should be 
the next step. It seems ironic at this time to discover that the 


ices for the first time last year made up a substantial portion of 
the surplus. Much of the $7000 would have gone to local citizens in 
the form of dividends and patronage refunds. 

The council and many well-intentioned citizens assumed at 
the time of the personal property tax controversy that additional 
funds of this nature would provide the city with much-needed ser¬ 
vices. PHA has disproved this assumption conclusively. Elimin¬ 
ation of the personal property tax should be the council’s first act 
of defiance. The possibility of repaying GCS the collected tax 
should be explored. We would still show a surplus! 

With this plan, council can justifiably indicate to PHA its 
intention to be more than “trustees of the government funds”, 
and that it intends to keep its integrity inviolate.

Now 
cover the dry cloth with a layer of 
damp cheesecloth that should feel 
almost dry. Don’t bear hard on the 
iron.

When cooking cheese, go easy 
on heat; over-heating makes cheese 
tough and string}". Cheese should 
be added in small bits, and wthen- 
ev"er possible it should be blended 
into a smooth sauce before being 
added to other ingredients. 

Yogurt is that ‘new’ cultured 
milk product we’ve been hearing 
about. It 'has a tangy, sour flavor, 
and according to a nutrition s^pe- 
cialist of the University of Mary¬ 
land Extension Service, it is par¬ 
ticularly good in combination with 
strawberry and rapsberry pre¬ 
serves. 

Browned Hash is one way of fix¬ 
ing leftover meats which otherwise 
would be wasted. Com'bine one 
quart of chopped, boiled potatoes, 
one pint of chopped, cooked meat, 
one finely chopped onk>n, and sea- 
soniing. Mold mixture into flat 
cakes and fry slowly on both sides 
until golden brown. Turn cakes 
out and garnish with parsley. 
Serves 5-6.

A patron asked us today about 
our pf>icing policy. She had noticed 
that many prices were going up and 
wondered how that tied in with our 
pledge not to profiteer and the gov¬ 
ernment’s request to hold the price 
line. 

The retailers’ pledge not to profi¬ 
teer means that we will not increase 
our mark-up which we add to tlie 
merchandise cost to us. If sugar 
costs us 9c and we sell it for 9^2C, 
we will not increase our price (as 
many merchants have done) just 
because it may be in demand and 
wc were fortunate enough ito have 
a supply on hand. 

On the Other hand if we buy soap 
powder for 24c and sell it for 27c, 
and the next shipment costs us 26c 
and still later the cost goes to 28c, 
we are compelled to raise our price 
to continue to make the same mar¬ 
gin. This margin is used, of course, 
to pay the operating expenses of 
running the store and getting the 
merchandise to the patron. 

In many cases we have delayed 
passing these increases on to the 
customer for substantial periods of 
time. We have exhausted our stock 
bought at the old price and brought 
in new shipments at higher costs 
while continuing to sell at the old 
price. 

But eventually rising costs force 
us to raise our prices and at that 
time we mark up all stock on the 
shelf to the new price. This mark¬ 
up does not represent profiteering 
but simply re-establishes the normal 
relation of selling price to cost. 

This holding the price line and 
delaying price increases as long as 
pos.sible after wholesale costs have 
gone up has saved Greenbelt shop¬ 
pers thousands of dollars since last 
Tune. 

In addition to the food i/tems, we 
are currently delaying price in¬ 
creases in our shoe store, in Co-op 
motor oil, and in many variety 
store items. 

Retailers such as ourselves cannot 
halt price increases, but we can 
avoid making a bad situation 
v.'orse. We thought other mem¬ 
bers and patrons, might be inter¬ 
ested in this explanation.

American Friends Service Com¬ 
mittee offers a bargain in its cur¬ 
rent bulletin. It is distributing 
in Europe and elsewhere, and can 
distribute much more if the in¬ 
land freight costs can be met. $20 
will deliver over a ton of food, $1 
will deliver over 100 lbs. 

With surplus foods in this coun¬ 
try costing our government $9^- 
000.00 per hour in warehouse stor¬ 
age charges, and the food being in 
danger of spoilage, it makes sense 
to spend Ic a pound to get it de¬ 
livered to the needy.
